HARD TO RESCUE. 

Owing to the inaccessible place in 

which the wreck occurred, the ambu- 
lances and autos stationed a block 
away, and on the improvised litters 
of car seats, most of the victims were 
carried out. The. gathering crowd 
hempered the work of rescue and only 
the arrival of policemen helped to ex- 
pedite this featute of the grim trag- 
edy. 
Women from the cars that were un- 
seated by the collision, tore their pet- 
ticoats into ribbons and bound the 
wounds of the injured. Women from 
neighboring homes throw them open 
to the victims, ‘tore sheets and linen 
into bandages. A physician who lives 
near the scene of the wreck was the 
first to bring médical assistance to the 
sufferers. He worked through two 
terrible hours, and there was a trail 
of blood from the wreck to his rome. 
where the victims were sent. 

It was more than two hours after 
the wreck occurred before modern 
relief equipment arrived. Then lit- 
ters and stretchers were used to carry 
from the ground those victims who 
had been from the wreckage. 
The injured were carried into special 
Cars and rushed to the hospitals. Be- 
Cause the cars were ‘not fitted for 
Carrying passengers tying down, the 
victims were laid out tn the aisies, and 
volunteer assistants climbed over the 
seats to minister to them as they were 
being transported to havens of mercy. 

Tales of heroism, of self-sacrifice, of 
self-abnegation, sprang forth from the 
wreck as men, women and children 
were waiting for the arrival of help 
through the wilderness of broken and 
twisted timbers. One man, lying be- 
neath a ton of warped and twisted 
metal, directed the rescue of four 
women, and refused to allow the res- 
cuers to take him from the wreck. 
When the weight was pried from h's 
body, his legs were found to be 
crushed. He probably will die. 

The confusion about the scene of the 
wreck is indescribable. Police, train- 
men and volunteers struggled through 
the wreckage in dim light trying so 
drag forth the bodies of the victims. 
They had no tools to work with and 
outside the cars stood men and women 
seeking relatives and friends. A pho- 
tographer took a- flashlight picture of

EYE WITNESS. 

Dr. Harrington Marxmiller, who 
lives at the corner of Sixteenth street 
and West boulevard was an eye-wit- 
ness of the wreck and tells a_ iucid 
and connected story of what hap- 
pened immediately before and just 
after the crash. 

“My house is a short distance from 
Vineyard Junction,” he says. “I had 
gone to bed and was awakened by 
vivid flashes of light, such as might 
have been produced by a terrific elec- 
trical storm. I watched the play of 
electricity for several minutes, 
then hearing shouts, I arose ’ 
walked down to the crossing. 

“Two three-car Venice trains, 
headed for the city, were stalled just 
behind the broken wire. The cars 
were dark, and crowded with pas 
sengersn. Many were entering 
leaving the cars and apparently en- 
joying the experience. The crew was 
endeavoring to rope the broken wire 
and make a temporary repair so the 
city-bound cars could proceed upon 
their way.

Washington yesterday by men who 
will have something to do in putting 
the final touches on the tariff bill, 
that sugar on the free list is assured. 
It is monstrous. 

“The development of the sugar in- 
dustry in this country is responsible 
for sugar being cheaper today than 
it was twenty years ago. The way 
the tariff bill now stands sugar will 
be on the free list in three years. By 
that time there will not be a beet 
sugar factory left in this country. The 
industry has just begun and yet the 
government will wipe it out entirely 
by placing raw sugar on the free list. 
At present there are but three sugar 
milis in operation in the Hawaiian 
Islands. When sugar its placed on 
the free list it will be impossible for 
those mills to compete with Cuba, so 
they will be compelled to close down. 
The planters in Louisiana will also 
be affected by free sugar. In Cuba, 
cane ig planted every year and the 
planter must keep out enough cane 
to use for planting purposes. Labor 
in cheaper in Cuba than it is in 
Louisiana, so it will not pay the 
Louisiana planters to grow sugar. 
Men who have spent their lives in 
the sugar business do not think that 
Placing sugar on the free list will 
make it any cheaper for the con- 
sumer. 

“Outside of wiping out the beet 
sugar industry in this country it is 
hard to estimate how many persons 
will be thrown out of employment in 
the sugar factories and on sugar beet 
farms. Of course the merchants, 
where the factories are located will 
have to close down, as many of them 
are entirely dependent upon the em- 


trade. nquestionably we could 
help this Country along if allowed to 
continue, but the Democrats will 
ruin us.”

Pinnacle of Great Christian Endeavor Convention Is 
Reached in Mighty Outpouring of All Los Angeles to 
Hear the Message from Seventy Apostles of a Whole 


Continent’s Church. 
ITH seventy religious leaders of 
the North American continent 


\" massing the message of the Al- 
mighty to every man, woman gnd 
child who could crowd within the 
range of their powerful snd eloquent 
voices, yesterday set a high-water 
mark in the religious history of Los 
Angeles. 

Great concourses of people attended 
services in scores of churches. Crow4d- 
ed meetings were held in all parts of 
the city in the early morning, at the 


usual church hours, itn the afternoon 


and tn the evening. Tens of thou- 
sands of attentive listeners heard the 
gospel preached by intellectual giants 
of the church who have come here 
from far-distant cities—speakers of 
international fame who found in the 
occasion and the spirit of the day in- 
spiration that enabled them to rise to 
unusual heights of eloquent appeal. 

There was never before such a day 
in Los Angeles. Never before were 
congregated here so many ecarnest 
people gathered together in God's 
name. Seldom anywhere have peo- 
ple been permitted to hear so many 
able and learned preachers in one 
day. The flower of the clergymen of 
the western continent was here, men 
whose names are known wherever 
church people congregate. 

Los Angeles is a city of churches 
and of churchgoing people. Al! these 
attended the meetings yesterday. Ad- 
ded to them were the thousands of 
delegates and visitors ¢o0 the conven- 
tion and again to these augmented au- 
diences were added many more thou- 
sands who do not ordinarily attend 
church but who went to hear the dis- 
tinguished speakers from away. 

The hours from 9% o'clock to the 
close of the evening meetings were 
crowded with meetings arranged for 
the convention but the programme 
was arrenged to not interfere with the 
regular 11 o'clock services at the, 
churches. 

It was these services which were 
most impressive. Every church in the 
city was packed to the doors and in 
some of the larger edifices people 
were vainly seeking admittance long 
before the services began. 


IN HIS STEPS. 


A blind newsboy sat on the platform 
of the First German Methodist 
Church yesterday morning beside Dr. 
Charlies M. Sheldon of Topeka, Kan.. 
world-famed author of “In His Steps.” 
The third occupant of the rostrum 
was Rev. J. H. Burbahn, the pastor. 
Everyone in the city knows the bright 
face of the blind youth who sells pa- 
pers at the corner of Fifth and Spring 
streets. It is a good face anywhere 
and it was beautiful in a pulpit. 

Dr. Sheldon is remarkable in his 
simpicity and terrific in his 4di- 
rectness. He talked about everything 
from the race problem in the South 
to Asiatics in California without any 
apologies for a Christian's viewpdint. 
He took the unpopular side of the 
tariff, condemned indecency in mov- 
ing picture shows and in popular mu- 
sic. He even went as far as Peru 
and the rubber plantation  cruelties 
and yet he was not scattering in his 
remarks. His discourse threaded 
with logical continuity. nstead of 
flinching from the h chastise- 
ment of everything that falls the idea! 
of the best humanity as taught by 
Jesus Christ, the congregation ap- 
plauded every one of the clear points 
which Dr. Sheldon made. There is no 
missing the Sheldon point. “ 


UNIVERSAL BROTHERHOOD. 


In the opinion of Dr. Sheldon the 
heroism of Christian discipleship has 
never been so required as it is to- 
Gay. Never was there a time when 
men were so confronted with the ne- 
cessity of doing something noble and 
courageous to bring about the broth- 
erhood of man. Most of all, Dr. Shel- 
don believes in bearing this witness to 
Christ in the common affairs of every- 
day life. The black people of the 
South present no race problem, he 
said, but. only a question of humanity. 

“There is in a short distance from 
Los Angeles a college which has a 
Cosmopolitan Club and not a single: 
American is a member,” he said. 


“There is near Topeka a mining town 
where -one languages are 
spoken on the street. These people 


like us. They come to live with us. 
We have to do what is right about 
their assimilation. Hate never setties 
anything. Letting people alone will 
not solve the problem between us and 
them. Aloofness isn't Christian. We 
will have to learn to live with these 
Asiatics as they come to us. We will 
have to make brothers out of the Jap- 
anese and out of the Hindoo. We will 
have to dwell in peace as brothers in 
this great, great camp of God. The 
Master loves the multitude. Can you 
love the strangers as they pass you 
on the street? It is said that a Chris- 
tian is a man whe can love the peo- 
ple he does not like... A Christian 
must make mankind his business. He 
must go out of his way to help peo- 
ple. He must sacrifice money-making 
rather than do wrong. Our police sys- 
tem is wrong. We take the pick of 
the land, in love and intellect, to grad- 
uate them finely and send them to all 


sorts of foreign countries without gun | 


or club. Then we take ignorant men 
and often vicious men and give them 
& gun and a club to deal with their 
brother here. The church ought to 
furnish Christian men, and colleges 
educated men who will do the real 
missionary work at home by being in- 
telligent Christian policemen, who see 
in that work the greatest possible 
field for true missionary effort. 

A “MORAL” TARIFF. 


“Vice must be extinguishe - 
hilated, not controlled. The yey 
not @ political question. It is a moral 
question. All political economy is a 
problem of morality. The sugar 
growers in Florida tried to combine 
last month with the citrus growers of 
Florida in order to keep a tariff on 
both products, but Senator Bryan of 
Florida sent a telegram to his peo- 
ple saying that he represents a party 
that stands for free trade and that to 
enter such a combine would be anh 
immorality of which he would never 
be guilty. We have quit compromis- 
ing with liquor. You cannot get it. 
at a drug store if you are sick. And 
you cannot be served with it at the 
table of your hostess. Bryan was a 
witness for Christ and the truth when 
he refused to serve disploma 
with anything more than soft drirks. 

“All of these things are unpopular. 
It is a fine thing to be unpopular be- 
cause you are being good. American 
women would be witnesses for Christ 
if they would quit trying to dress as 
they do in Paris merely for the temp- 
tation of men. Men do commit adu!l- 
tery with their evil glances, but the 
dress of today invites it. People 
would bear witness to Christ if they 
would get up and leave a moving pic- 
ture show every time a suggestive 
picture was thrown on the screen. 
They would be his witnesses if they 
would demand humor of popular 
songs instead of vulgarity. A true 
disciple of Christ will have individu- 
ality and consistency. He will keep 
the main thing in viéw, which is the 
uplift of humanity. We are not here 
to make money but to save men. The 
first question of every day should 
not be ‘How much can I make today?’ 
bat ‘Whom can I help?’ The world's 
hope lies in Christians who have al- 
ways asked ‘What would Jesus do?”

THE DAY'S WORK. 


Over 2000 people gathered at the 
First Congregational Church yester- 


day morning to hear a sermon deliv- 
ered by Dr. Henry Churchill King, 
president of Oberlin College. Six 
hundred of this number were unable 
te gain admission to the main audi- 
torium and formed an overflow meet- 
ing in the Sunday-school rooms, 
which Dr. King addressed later. Dr. 
William Horace Day, pastor, con- 
ducted the services, and Dr. G. A. 
Burdett, for many years organist of 
the Harvard Church, Brook 
Mass., officiated as organist. 

Dr. King chose ag his subject “It's 
all in the day’s work.” He said he 
used the word in its essentially dic- 
tionary meaning, as a point of view 
from which one may well think 
of his life's work—the view point 
of the modest man who deprecates 
anyone's making ovVermuch of the 
difficulties or sufferings he has had 
to face; who would do what comes, 
and under either praise or commis- 
eration is inclined quite honestly to 
say, “Oh, it’s all in the day's work.” 
“A man’s point of view and his 
mood toward life,” Dr. King contin-' 
ved, “have, after all, everything to do 
with what his life is to mean to him- 
self and to others. This phrase does 
not indicate the ascetic view or the 
attitude of self pity, of the spirit of 
medieval chivairy nor the ocracy 
of persons or events, but the straight- 
forward taking on, with cheer and 
courage, of whatever is involved in 
the goal one has set for himself. 
PERILS OF IDLENESS. 


“The Christian may not allow him- 
f to become soured or spoiled or 
bittered. It is this that makes him 
fear the easy job, the soft place to be 
attained with no difficulty. To live a 
life that does not take one’s power and 
demand growth is to insure life's 
worst calamity——a dwindling self. An 
idie, self-indulgent, leisure class is a 
menace not only to itself but to the 
whole community of which it is a 


part. 

“The true man knows that there 
cannot fail to be plenty of what men 
call hardship, from which he may not 
and would not excuse himself. How- 
ever hard his lot may be he _ cer- 
tainly cannot improve it by whining. 
He knows that he ought to have his 
share in the strenuous, difficult and 
disagreeable work of the world, and 
he does not mean to shirk his part. 
It is not our assertion that all lives 
are equal in hardship though the 
differences are probably 
judged from the outside, it‘is even 
true that there may come to one a 
succession of particularly bitter oc- 
curances, but there Is just one mood 
in which the expertence, however 
hard, may be safely faced—that of a 
soldier. 

“But though @ man is quite willing 
to do his share, his attitude toward 
life is not to be that of medieval ro- 
mance and chivalry, as though the 
meaning and value of life attached 
only to certain decorative and con- 
ventional romantic scenes and careers 
for away from the prose of common 
life.

In ad- 
Gition to the injury to her skull, she 
suffered a long, deep scalp wound, 
and a fracture of one rib.

ACTIVE IN PHILANTHROPY. 

Miss Sullivan, the daughter of 
Francis J. and the late Mrs. Sullivan, 
is prominent in San Francisco s0- 
ciety, as well as being an active fig- 
ure tn philanthropic work. 

The accident, which, it is feared, 
may cost the lives of Mrs. Feeley and 
Miss Pyle, occurred shortly after 
noon, while Miss Sullivan, Dr. Feeley, 
Mra. Feeley and Miss Pyle were 
motoring south on Van Ness avenue 
in Miss Sullivan’s machine. All the 
women had just attended mass at

WHAT A RAID MUST STAND, 


The Surprise Is That It Is Not 
Ground Into a Powder by the Heavy 
Locomotives and Trains. 


Have you any idea of the strain to 
which a steel rail is subjected? The 
Metropolitan Magazine illustrates it 
by picturing the passing of the Can- 
non-Ball Express. It is drawn by two 
engines. The largest weighs one hun- 
dred tons; seventy-seven tons of. the 
weight are carried on the six driving 
wheels, which means almost thirteen 
tons to a wheel. : 

Thirteen tons of weight upon each 
wheel! That means that thirteen tons 
of weight falls for a flying instant up- 
on a rail surface perhaps no more 
than an inch square, and then moves 
rapidly forward. It is like (a suc- 
cession of whirling blows from a thir- 
teeh-ton hammer. 


If the train is going thirty miles an 
hour, an imaginary square inch has 
only one-five-handred-and-twenty- 
eighth part of a second in which to 
receive the blow, wince under it, dis- 
tribute the terrible force of it through 
its elastic elements to the sufround- 
Ing mass of the rail, brace itself to 
help distribute stresses that are being 
taken by the adjacent surfaces, and 
passed back and forth in all sorts of 
ways through the mass of rail, and 
then to receive the blow of the next 
driving-wheel. 

If the train is going sixty miles an 
hour, instead of thirty, the rail has 
to receive, withstand, and pass. on all 
this stress in one-ten-hundred-and- 
fifty-sixth part of a second. | 

That is not all that happens to the 
rail. We have taken account of the 
compression strains only. There is 
another set of strains; for these big 
driving-wheels are pulling the train. 
They have caught hold of the rails 
just as your hands grip the rope in a 
tug of war, and they take a fresh 
hbid every fraction of a second. The 
tendency is to pull the top off the rail, 
for rail and wheel stick together, top 
ahd web and flange, in every single.

But still we have stated only one- 
half the tension strain. The strain is

‘Rirmingham’s Odd Industry. 
[Consular Reports:] The pre- 
eminence of Birmingham in the man- 
ufacture of guns, jewelry, pens and 
bedsteads is known all over the world, 
but a number of small articles are 
also produced, some of which are of 
a decidedly curious character, and for 
which the Birmingham maker has to 
some extent created his own market. 

For example, it is not generally 
known that Birmingham is the prin- 
cipal source of the world’s supply of 
jew's-harps. For sixty years the in- 
dustry has been carried on in the vi- 
cinity of Ashtedrow, a venerable quar- 
ter of the city, by members of the 
Troman family. Originally the in- 
dustry came from Halesowen, and the 
jew's-harps are still made in a little 
home smithy strongly reminiscent of 
ite black country origin. Great 
Britain is no longer the best market, 
enormous quantities being exported, 
especially to half-civilized countries. 
The Zulu musician, for example, has
